Ev ery ef­ 
fo rt to hav e him take himsdf o u t o f 
the co u ntry has pro v ed a failu re and 
the aged president, who has fared 
many rev o lu tio ns befo re, anno u nces 
his determinatio n to fight to the last. 
it 
may be that President Alex is 
feels the co nfidence he ex presses in 
his ability to cheek the adv ancing 
army o f the rev o lu io n, bu t the resi­ 
dents o f Po rt au Prince certainly are 
no t o f the same mind. 
Many o f them 
are panic-stricken and the great ma­ 
jo rity o f the nativ es hav e clo sed and 
shu ttered theii sto res and bu siness 
ho u ses, and hav e pu t bars acro ss tho 
do o rs and windo ws o f their residences. 
There is an u neasy feeling amo ng the 
fo reigners, no twithstanding the pres­ 
ence in the harbo r o f the warships o f 
the T'nitrd Sta» < s and France, fro m 
which fo rces u nqu estio nably will be 
landed if the insu rgents su cceed In 
passing the gates o f the city , o r at 
the first sign o f diso rder and pillage. 
Flags o f different natio ns are fly ing 
fro m the ho mes o f many fo reign resi- 
der ts. the markets are deserted, and 
t i e co u ntry peo ple, u po n who m the 
e1tv depends fo r its fu stenance. hav e 
fled precipitately and refu se to retu rn. 


Situation H a s Become Grave. 
The situ atio n has beco me so grav e 
that an o fficial pro clamatio n has been 
it su ed co nv o king the chambers In ex ­ 
trao rdinary sessio n, ¡to that measu res j 
may be taken to preserv e the go v ern­ 
ment, o r, at least, to effect a co m­ 
pro mise with the rev o lu tio nary lend­ 
ers.

Port au Prince, Dec. I.— Every hour 
b r i l l s the revolutionary arm y nearer 
to Port au Prince, and a feeling of 
Impending disaster has taken posses­ 
sion

people. 
The 
advance 
guard 
of 
G eneral Antoine 
Simon’s 
forces is now not more than twenty- 
five or thirty m iles from this city and 
up to the present tim e the insurgents 
have sw ept all before them. 
T he governm ent losses at An se a 
Veau on Friday and th e rout of the 
loyal troops have caused consterna 
Hon among the officials of the govern­ 
m ent with possibly the sole exception 
of President Nord Alexis. 
Every ef­ 
fort to have him take himself out of 
the country has proved a failure and 
the aged president, who has faced 
many revolutions before, announces 
his determ ination to fight to the last. 
It may be th a t President Alexis 
feels the confidence he expresses in 
his ability to check the advancing 
arm y of the revolution, but the resi­ 
dents of Port au Prince certainly are 
not of the same mind. 
Many of them 
are panic-stricken and the great m a­ 
jority of th e natives have closed and 
shuttered th eir stores and business 
houses, and have put bars across tho 
doors and windows of their residences. 
T here is an uneasy feeling among the 
foreigners, notw ithstanding the pres­ 
ence in the harbor of the w arships of 
the United S tates and France, from 
which forces unquestionably will be 
landed lf the insurgents succeed in 
passing the gates of the city. or at 
the first sign of disorder and pillage. 
Flags of different nations are flying 
from the homes of many foreign resi­ 
dents, the m arkets are deserted, and 
th e country people, upon whom the 
city depends for its sustenance, have 
fled precipitately and refuse to return. 


Situation Has Become Grave. 
T he situation has become so grave 
th a t an official proclamation has been 
issued convoking the cham bers in ex­ 
traordinary session, so th a t m easures 
may be taken to preserve the govern­ 
ment, or, at least, to effect a com­ 
promise with th e revolutionary lead­ 
ers. 
There was great fear Monday 
rig h t th a t the disaffected body of 
H aytiens in thi3 city m ight take up 
arm s for the overthrow of the govern­ 
m ent 
which, 
however, 
being 
fore­ 
warned, had taken precautions against 
this happening. 
President Alexis, sus­ 
pecting the loyalty of General Ca­ 
rneau, the chief of police, has sent him 
out on a special mission, while Gen­ 
eral Kau, who also Is one of the chief 
police officials, has been replaced by 
General H yaclnthe for the sam e rea­ 
son. 
Throughout th e day and night the 
streets w ere patrolled by bodies of 
troops who m aintained order, but this 
was a simple m atter, as m any of the 
si reef s w ere deserted, the people hav­ 
ing betaken them selves to their barri­ 
caded houses. 
So far as can be seen 
all of the officers and soldiers here 
rem ain loval and are facing the com­ 
ing

T he vanguard of the revolutionists

considerable damage. 
Ru t It is not 
so mu ch with the history of the ceme­ 
tery u s with the people bu ried In It 
that we have to deal. 
A volu me might 
be filled with the mere list of all the 
celebrated men and women bu ried In 
it, for, as Victor Hu go wrote, “being 
bu ried In Fere Lachaise Is lik e having 
mahogany 
fu rnitu re—a sign of ele­ 
gance.” 
In 
Fere 
Lachaise 
the 
monu ment 
which attracts most visitors Is that of 
Alielard and Helolse, the two most fa 
niou s lovers in the world. 
The monu ­ 
ment was first erected <>37 years after 
their death and brou ght to Fere La­ 
chaise In 1*17 from the mu seu m where 
It had been du ring the revolu tion. An­ 
other famou s lover, Alfred de Mu sset, 
lies bu ried not far from tho two wil­ 
lows over the graves of Helolse and 
Abelard. 
David, the painter; Rachel, 
the actress; Balzac, Scribe, Michelet 
and many other well k nown folk lie 
near at hand. 
Admiral Sir Sydney 
Smith, Lord Seymou r and other well 
k nown Englishmen are to be fou nd In 
other portions of the cemetery, while 
literatu re Is represented not only by 
great au thors, bu t by Lesu rqu es, the 
victim of Du bose In the famou s legal 
Lyons Mail Imbroglio. 
Bu t Fere Lachaise has more romance 
than In Its tombstones. 
Chatting one 
day with one of the old soldiers who 
are the k eepers of this grim park , I 
learned some cu riou s facts abou t It. 
“We never have a du ll moment.” the 
man said. 
“You may think that ou r 
time here Is monotonou s, hu t you are 
qu ite wrong If you do so. 
To begin 
with, there are the bu rglars. 
The 
cemetery is overru n with them. There 
are three k inds of bu rglars. 
There 
! are the connoisseu rs who often get 
awav with valu able prizes, for you 
will be su rprised at the work s of art 
of small size which people pu t in their 


c h a p e ls . 
Tho window Is brok en, a 
stl< k slipped throu gh the hole, and all 
sorts of tilings worth having are fished 
ou t; then the bronze stealers, who 
tak e away as mu ch as they can carry 
In their special pock ets and mak e from 
15 to 2<> francs a day at the game u ntil 
we catch them. 
"A little while ago a bu st weighing 
forty pou nds was tak en ou t of the 
cemetery over one of the walls. 
Blit 
the most cu riou s form of robbery Is. 
perhaps, that of tho pearl wreaths. 
Women are the principal offenders 
They select the new ones, which are 
not weather stained, flatten them with 
their back s against the tombstone, 
slip them u nder their dresses, and 
w hen they have got away with them 
(we have no right to search even su s­ 
piciou s look ing cu stomers) sell them 
to dealers, to whom they tell the well 
j worn story of a poor work woman who 
has need of food. 
“You wou ld hardly believe it, bu t 
Fere Lachaise.” said the k eeper, “Is a 
favorite meeting place for lovers. 
We 
get lovers of all ages, and perhaps 
i more schoolboys and schoolgirls than 
anything else. 
Bu t the three most 
cu riou s things we see here In the ceme­ 
tery are the forlorn widows, the letter 
boxes and the cafe.” 
“The cafe?” I 
ask ed. 
“Yes. 
There arc hu ndreds of 
people In Farls who refu se to believe 
that their dead do not enjoy after 
death the good things they u sed to lik e 
when they were alive. 
Mothers bring 
apples and sweets and leave them on 
the tombstones of their children. Feo- 
ple bring wine and glasses, and there 
is one old gentleman who leaves a 
potato salad on his son’s tombstone 
regu larly every Su nday. 
Of cou rse 
the children soon find ou t these things, 
and we have never been able to con­ 
vince the people who bring them of 
the absu rdity of doing so. It is a very 
harmless su perstition, after all.”

“And the letter boxes?” I ask ed, 
i “Lovers’ letter boxes?” said the gu ard­ 
ian. 
“There are dozens of them in 
all parts of Pere Lachaise. Sometimes 
they are holes In the tru nk s of trees; 
sometimes they are little hollows u n- 
der stones. 
“The Inconsolable widow Is a fre­ 
qu ent visitor. 
She Ls a pretty woman, 
and black su its her. She k neels down 
by a tombstone, rarely the same one, 
and w hen a lik ely look ing mou rner of 
the other sex appears bu rsts into tears. 
He consoles her pretty soon, and the 
two leave the cemetery arm in arm. 
One of these widow’s Invited 
me to her 
wedding six 
months ago, and last 
month 
I was called to give 
ev idence 
abou t her meetings with her victim, 
for she had seven other hu sbands liv­ 
ing.”—St. Jam es’ Gazette.

Bu t, long or short as they may be, each 
Joint of the su n dried bamboo ls a 
tightly sealed chamber filled with u ir 
The partitions between the cavities are 
singu larly tou gh; the ou tsk le rind of 
the stalk s ls almost pu re flint. 
When the blast of the flame sweeps 
onward the air in the stalk s u pon 
which It ls driven Is su ddenly heated 
to a very high temperatu re. The resld 
u u m of moistu re which may be In the 
stems ls Immediately tror^iu , med Into 
steam and at once su bjected to su per­ 
heating, thu s becoming a violent explo­ 
sive. 
A s the hot breath of the flame 
becomes hotter these Joints bu rst with 
lou d cannon discharges. 
8omotlines the force of the explosion 
near tho roots Is so great as to shoot 
the stalk lik e a Javelin high Into the 
air, where It flashes Into torchlik e 
flame and is carried by the wind to 
spread wider disaster. 
The bu rsting 
of the smaller joints ls lik e the roll and 
rattle of rifles and machine gu ns. The 
effect is that of a battle hotly contest­ 
ed.-W ashington Fost.

Pere Lachaise la the largest and 
quite the most Interesting of the Paris 
cemeteries and named after the Jesuit 
confessor of Louis XIV., whose coun­ 
try seat occupied the site of the present 
chapel until the ground was made a 
cemetery in I SOL 
It covers 110 acres 
of ground, is picturesque, but quite un­ 
lovely. 
Hare wrote about the tombs 
that “weight was their chief peculiar­ 
ity and that all the monuments looked 
aa if each family had tried to pile as 
much marble as possible on to their 
deceased relatives.” 
Pere Lachaise has a stormy history. 
In 1814 the Russians fought the French 
there and gave them a beating. Dur­ 
ing the commune the Versalllais and 
Communards fought several pitched 
battles among the tombstones and did 
considerable damage. 
But It is not 
so much with the history of the ceme­ 
tery as with the people buried In it 
that we have to deal. A volume might 
be filled with the mere list of all the 
celebrated men and women burled in 
It, for, as Victor Hugo wrote, “being 
burled in Pere Lachaise is like having 
j mahogany furniture—a sign of ele- 


j gance.” 
In 
Pere Lachaise the 
monument 
i which attracts most visitors is that of 
Abelard and Helolse, the two most fa- 
I mous lovers in the world. 
The monu- 


j ment was first erected G37 years after 
their death and brought to Pere La- 
■ chaise in 1817 from the museum where 
! it had been during the revolution. An­ 
other famous lover, Alfred de Musset, 
lies buried not far from the two wil­ 
lows over the graves of Helolse and 
Abelard. 
David, the painter; Rachel, 
the actress; Balzac, Scribe, Michelet 
and many other well known folk lie 
near at hand. 
Admiral Sir Sydney 
Smith, Lord Seymour and other well 
known Englishmen are to be found in 
other portions of the cemetery, while 
literature is represented not only by 


j great authors, but by Lesurques, the 
victim of Dubose in the famous legal 


I Lyons Mail imbroglio. 
But Pere Lachaise has more romance 
than In its tombstones. 
Chatting one 
I day with one of the old soldiers who 
i are the keepers of this grim park, I 
I learned some curious facts about It.

“We never have a dull moment.” the 


i man said. 
“You may think that our 
I time here Is monotonous, but you are 
I quite wrong lf you do so. 
To begin 
I with, there are the burglars. 
The 


j cemetery is overrun with them. There 


j are three kinds of burglars. 
There 


I are the connoisseurs who often get 
j away with valuable prizes, for you 
I will be surprised at the works of art 
of small size which people put In their 
chapels. 
The window Is broken, a 
stick slipped through the hole, and all 
sorts of things worth having are fished 
out; then the bronze stealers, w.ho 
take away as much as they can carry 
In their special pockets and make from 
I 15 to 20 francs a day at the game until 


I we catch them. 
“A little while ago a bust weighing 
| forty pounds was taken out of the 
| cemetery over one of the walls. 
But 


I the most curious form of robbery Is, 
I perhaps, that of the pearl wreaths. 
| Women are the .principal offenders. 
1 They select the new ones, which are 
I not weather stained, flatten them with 
| their backs against the tombstone, 
| slip them under their dresses, and 
j when they have got away with them 
! (we have no right to search even sus- 
i plcious looking customers) sell them 
to dealers, to whom they tell the well 
worn story of a poor workwoman who 
has need of food. 
“You would hardly believe It, but 
Pere Lachaise.” said the keeper, “is a 
favorite meeting place for lovers. We 
get lovers of all ages, and perhaps 
more schoolboys and schoolgirls than 
anything else. 
But the three most 
curious things we see here In the ceme­ 
tery are the forlorn widows, the letter 
boxes and the cafe.” 
“The cafe?” I 
asked. 
“Yes. 
There are hundreds of 
people In Paris who refuse to believe 
that their dead do not enjoy after 
death the good things they used to like 
when they were alive. Mothers bring 
apples and sweets and leave them o d 
the tombstones of their children. Peo­ 
ple bring wine and glasses, and there 
Is one old gentleman who leaves a 
potato salad on his son’s tombstone 
regularly every Sunday. 
Of course 
the children soon find out these things, 
and we have never been able to con­ 
vince the people who bring them of 
the absurdity of doing so. It Is a very 
harmless superstition, after all.” 
“And the letter boxes?” I asked. 
“Lovers’ letter boxes?” said the guard­ 
ian. 
“There are dozens of them in 
all parts of Pere Lachaise. Sometimes 
they are holes in the trunks of trees; 
sometimes they are little hollows un­ 
der stones. 
“The Inconsolable widow Is a fre­ 
quent visitor. She Is a pretty woman, 
and black suits her. She kneels down 
by a tombstone, rarely the same one, 
and when a likely looking mourner of 
the other sex appears bursts Into tears. 
He consoles her pretty soon, and the 
two leave the cemetery arm In arm. 
One of these widows Invited me to ber 
wedding six months ago, and last 
month I was called to give evidence 
about her meetings with her victim, 
for she had seven other husbands liv­ 
ing.”—St. James' Gazette.

Fires In Bamboo Forests Are the 
Fiercest Known. 


SWEEP ON A MILE A MINUTE. 


EXECUTING MAZEPPA. 


Peter the Great’s Odd W ay of Punish­ 
ing a Deserter. 
Peter the Great, czar of Russia, pun­ 
ished a traitor on a notable occasion in 
a way that the numerous victims of 
the present czar’s wrath might well 
wish were still in vogue. 
Mazeppa, chieftain of the Cossacks, j 
had deserted to the king of Sweden, 
with whom Peter was at war. 
Ma­ 
zeppa was at once tried by court mar­ 
tial and found guilty of high treason. 
Sentence of death was passed upon 
him. 
Mazeppa, however, was safely In the 
camp of the Swedish king, but this 
fact was not permitted to stand In the 
way of the carrying out of every part 
of the sentence. 
A wooden effigy of 
Mazeppa was made, and the punish­ 
ments were inflicted upon the Cossack 
chieftain’s substitute. 
The effigy was first dressed In Ma- 
zeppa’s uniform, and upon its breast 
were pinned all of the medals, ribbons 
and other decorations that the real cul­ 
prit had worn. 
While the commanding general and 
a squadron of cavalry stood near an 
officer advanced to the wooden man 
and read the sentence. 
Then another 
officer wrenched off the effigy’s patent 
of knighthood and his other decora­ 
tions, tore them up and trampled upon 
them. This done, he struck the wood­ 
en gentleman a powerful blow In the 
pit of the stomach, knocking him over. 
Next a hangman appeared. While the 
soldiers shouted he threw a noose over 
the imitation Mazeppa’s head and drag­ 
ged the effigy to a nearby gallows, 
where It was “hanged by the neck 
until It was dead.”—Scrap Book.

Like the Roar, the Roll and the Rattle 
of a Great Battle Is the Noiee of the 
Exploding 
Stalke 
That 
Sometimes 
8hoot High Into the Air. 


When the forests are afire, when 
the smoke makes dusk at noon arni 
Reddens the harvest moon a thousand 
miles away, there Is the measure of a 
conflagration. When the prairies burn, 
as they used to before farms had crept 
In upon the endless miles of grass, 
there was a fire which ran like mad 
and left behind It a blackened trail of 
death. If one could combine the speed 
of the prairie fire with the tumult of 
the blazing forest, that would be a 
fire indeed. 
Such a combination is effected when 
the bamboo groves catch fire. 
The 
Bamboo Is but a grass, a grass with 
the height of a tree, swaying stems 
reaching IOO, even 150, feet In air. 
In Cambodia, where the bamboo 
groves along the rivers cover the space 
of forests, It Is no unusual thing for 
fires to break out and sweep all before 
them for many miles. 
If the summer 
has been dry the bamboo turns sear 
and Inflammable as any grass. 
All that Is needed Is a spark; then 
min runs red. 
It Is not necessary to 
rely upon the carelessness of the 
woodsman to start the blaze. 
The 
bamboo can kindle Itself. 
Let two swayirg stalks of dry bam­ 
boo be set In motion by the breeze, let 
one rub across the other long enough. 
and the friction will set the spark, and 
the long dry leaves will feed the flame. 
It Is known that many fires of the 
bamboo forests thus originate. 
Per­ 
haps It was from observing such a 
sight that primitive man learned the 
Promethean secret. 
That theory has 
been advanced. 
As soon ns a flame In the bamboos 
has crept to tile level of the tossing 
tips It spreads like wildfire. The wind 
carries a sheet of flame along the grove 
at tremendous speed. 
Some observers 
say that such fires have been seen to 
move forward at the rate of more than 
a mile a minute. Seen from below, it 
looks as lf she sky had burst Into an 
Instant flash of flame. 
From such a burst of fire there could 
be no escape. 
Fortunately It passes 
high overhead at the tops of the bam­ 
boos. It serves as a warning to the 
traveler who may be making his way 
along some one of the water courses 
by which the forest is Intersected. The 
bamboo Itself Is almost an obstacle to 
travel of any sort. It Is well nigh im 
possible to force a way through it ex­ 
cept by the slow and toilsome labor of 
hewing out a path. 
The fire In the great trunks moves 
more slowly, and lf warning be taken 
It may be possible to sink one’s boat 
and throw up wet herbage aud clay 
against the bauk of the stream to pro­ 
vide shelter until the furnace blast 
has blown by. Such a fire in the bam­ 
boo has not only the speed of the prat 
rie fire on Its sweep overhead, but It 
has the same volume of fuel as is 
found in any forest fire. 
It combines 
the two types. 
Bamboo forest fires have another 
quality which is all their own. 
They 
bang 
and 
rattle 
with 
thunderous 
crashes, as of artillery fire, without 
cessation. 
The stalks of these tree bamboos are 
frequently more than a foot In diame­ 
ter. Near the ground the Joints are 
close together; In the younger growth 
the nodes may be several feet apart. 
But, long or short as they may be, each 
Joint of the sun dried bamboo Is a 
tightly sealed chamber filled with air. 
The partitions between the cavities are 
singularly tough; the outside rind of 
the stalks is almost pure flint. 
When the blast of the flame sweeps 
onward the air in the stalks upon 
which It is driven Is suddenly heated 
to a very high temperature. The resid­ 
uum of moisture which may be In the 
stems is Immediately transformed Into 
steam aud at once subjected to super­ 
heating, thus becoming a violent explo­ 
sive. 
As the hot breath of the flame 
becomes hotter these joints burst with 
loud cannon discharges. 
Bometlines the force of the explosion 
near the roots Is so great as to shoot 
the stalk like a javelin high Into the 
air, where It flashes Into torchlike 
flame aud Is carried by the wind to 
spread wider disaster. 
The bursting 
of the smaller joints is like the roll and 
rattle of rifles and machine guns. The 
effect is that of a battle hotly contest­ 
ed.--Washington Post.

Supreme Court of the State Passed 


on that in Suit Against Minne­ 


sota & International 
Th e supreme court of th e state of 
Minnesota on Friday decided a rase 
wh ich , wh ile involving a comparatively 
small sum directly, yet indirectly de­ 
termined th e payment of h undreds of 
th ousands of dollars into th e state 
treasury.

trains, cars 
and

trains employed in th e service of con­ 
struction work. 
Fourth —Th e amount received by th e 
company for its cars employed in trans­ 
portation in access of th e amount paid 
out by it for th e use of cars of oth er 
¡ companies. 
Th e following does not come with in 
th e gross earning tax law: 
Fifth 
Money received for th e sale of 


j old material, supplies and equipment, 
or of th e surplus of supplies and mater­ 
ial not necessary for th e company’s 
own use. 
Sixth —Money received from oth er 
railway companies for th e repair of 
cars, based upon actual cost, according 
to a reciprocal arrangement between 
railroad companies. 
Seventh —Tne income derived from 
interest or exch ange from money de­ 
posited in banks, interest on securities, 
rentals upon th e righ t of way, gar­ 
nish ee fees, commissions from insurance 
companies, rental from teleph one com­ 
panies over righ t of way, billboard 
privileges, sale of h ay, stumpage, etc.

WHAT ARE GROSS EARNINGS? 


Supreme Court of the State Passed 


on that in Suit Against Minne­ 


sota & International 
The supreme court of the state of 
Minnesota on Friday decided a case 
which, while involving a comparatively 
small sum directly, yet indirectly de­ 
termined the payment of hundreds of 
thousands of dollars into the state 
treasury. 
The case was one against 
the Minnesota & International railroad 
company and involved the question as 
to what sources or revenue were includ­ 
ed as gross earnings and taxable as 
such. 
The court held the following 
items constitute gross earnings: 
First—The amount 
received from 
lumber companies and other parties in 
moving, transferring and 
switching 
cars of loading works. 
Second—The amount received for the 
use of the railway company’s equip­ 
ment, such as steam shovels, heating 
machinery, work 
trains, cars 
and 
engines, including crews. 
Third—Money received from other 
railway companies for the use of work 
trains employed in the , service of con­ 
struction work. 
Fourth—The amount received by the 
company for its cars employed in trans­ 
portation in access of the amount paid 
out by it for the use of cars of other 
companies. 
The following does not come within 
the gross earning tax law: 
Fifth—Money received for the sale of 
old material, supplies and equipment, 
or of the surplus of supplies and mater­ 
ial not necessary for the company's 
own use. 
Sixth—Money received from other 
railway companies for the repair of 
cars, based upon actual cost, according 
to a reciprocal arrangement between 
railroad companies. 
Seventh—The income derived from 
interest or exchange from money de­ 
posited in banks, interest on securities, 
rentals upon the right of way, gar­ 
nishee fees, commissions from insurance 
companies, rental from telephone com­ 
panies over right of way, billboard 
privileges, sale of hay, stumpage, etc. 
Eight—The amount which might have 
been received had the company charged 
itself at the usual rates for shipping its 
own supplies and materials over its 
own lines.

ACTRESS ATTEMPTS 
TO END HER LIFE 


S M Herself in Uh Tenple 
Witk a IM n r. 


New York, Nov. ' .—U sing a pillow 
to muffle the report of a revolver, Mr*. 
E leanor M erron Cowper, a talented 
playw right and actress, shot herself In 
th e rig h t tem ple In an ap artm en t at 
th e St. Regis hotel. 
T he explosion 
of th e cartridge w as not heard, but 
M rs. 
Cowper 
w as 
rendered 
uncon­ 
scious and is slowly dying. 
Before m aking th e attem p t at self- 
destruction. Mrs. Cowper had w ritten 
a num ber of letters, one to her law ­ 
yer, another to the coroner, a third to 
an u n dertaker and a fourth to John 
Mood, a friend. 
In th e letters she 
apprised these four persons of her in­ 
tention to com m it suicide. 
At about the m om ent Mrs. Cowper 
pressed her finger to th e trig g er of 
th e revolver th e le tte r addressed to 
John Hood w as being delivered. 
Mr. 
Hood glanced through th e first few 
lines, grabbed his coat and hat and 
ran to the St. Regis hotel. 
He was 
b reath less when he told the clerk of 
th e le tte r he had received. 
T he clerk secured a pass key and 
hurried to the room of Mrs. Cowper. 
accom panied by Mr. Hood and a maid 
em ployed in th e hotel. 
T hey found 
Mrs. Cowper lying Is bed w ith a pil­ 
low still over h er head and th e revol­ 
ver clutched In h er hand. 
The bed 
clothing was stained crim son. 
Investigation 
revealed 
th a t 
Mrs. 
Cowper had m ode careful preparations 
to end her life. 
Tn addition to w rit­ 
ing a letter to h er law yer, County 
Judge H. B. Joyce of M iddletown, N. 
Y., to take charge of h er bodv, Mrs. 
Cowper had ordered an u n d ertak er 
to prepare h er body for burial, and 
she had painstakingly w ritten a brief 
autobiography of h er life. 
The biographical sketch stated that 
M rs. Cowper w as born In 
England 
and th a t she cam e to this country at 
the age of th ree m onths. 
H er m aiden 
nam e was Eleanor M arron. 
H er stag.* 
career began In Boston in a prod lie 
Hon called "Y outh.” 
Mrs. Cowper w rote four plays which 
w ere produced on Broadway. 
They 
w ere “ Dairy F arm ,” “In Love," 
“ A 
B roadw ay Favorite,” and "A Last Re 
h earsal.” 
Mrs. Cowper does not give the date 
of her m arriage, referrin g briefly to 
th e fact th at her husband, Archbald 
Cowper, was an actor, and th a t he 
died th ree years ago. 
Practically her 
only hom e life, sh e w rote, was when 
she lived on the farm of Jam es H 
W allaek at M iddletown, N. Y. 
Mr. 
W allack, who w as sixty-sfx years old, 
collaborated with her in a num ber of 
th e plays she w rote. 
L ast April Mr. W allack com m itted 
suicide and his trag ic death seem ed 
to have m ade a deep im pression op 
Mrs Cowper.

W'tiile the aeroplane which Wil­ 
bur Wright operated there broke no 
records during its tirst flights abroad 
nor even equaled Its performances on 
th - side of the water, It did enough to 
convince tin* foreigners who watched 
It" ascents that its inventors had pro 
grossed further than any of their rivals 
In the solution of the problem of fly­ 
ing wiih a machine heavier than air. 
Foreign students of the science of nav­ 
igating the air have generously com­ 
plimented the American Inventors on 
their achievements 
The latter have 
already demonstrated the practicabil­ 
ity ot their air craft, whatever the out­ 
come of the tests to be passed at Fort 
Myer. 
These tests, of course, are de­ 
signed to determine the value of the 
Wright aeroplane to the United States 
government. The government does not 
take many chances on things of this 
kind. 
It does not embark in expen 
ments until shown that practical re 
*ults can be attained 
Orville Wright is in charge of the 
aeroplane operations at 
Fort 
Myer. 
and they are conducted before a board 
of army officers. 
The Wright aero­ 
plane built for the test by this govern 
incut differs somewhat from that op 
♦ rated in France by Wilbur W right 
The latter Is controlled by two levers, 
v hereas the former lias two levers for 
controlling the wings or planes and 
one for controlling the lateral move 
meats of the aeroplane. 
The machine 
for use by the signal corps of our 
army and now under test at 
Fort 
¿.Iyer is fort, fewt L jlu Up. wo ftp of 


the wings and is made of ash and of 
“silk spruce.'' 
It carries two men 
I Mr Wright and his mechanic—and It 
has been built with fqtecial reference to 
the tests Imposed by the government 
In the main these pertain to Its ability 
to maintain Itself in air for a consider 
' able time. Its simplicity of construe 
tlon. ease of operation and the speed 
with which its parts may be assem 
i hied or unpacked 
All these things 
i have to do with its fitness for use in 
; connection with the work of the signal 
i corns. 
Expressed in more detail, it may he 
j said that the government tests require 
that the aeroplane, if accepted, must 
carry two persons having a combined 
weight of 
pounds and sufficient fuel | 
for a flight of 125 miles. 
It must have 
a speed of forty miles an hour in still 
air, such sjieed to be determined by 
taking an average of the time over a 
measured course of flve miles with 
the wind for and against It. 
In addi­ 
tion to this, the machine must m a k e 
an endurance rtight of at least an hour 
and sustain Itself In air continuously, 
returning to tin* starting point and 
landing without Injury. It must be capa­ 
ble of l«*itig steered in all directions, 
of being under perfect control and of J 
ascending In any country likely to be j 
encountered In field service. 
Its sim­ 
plicity of construction must be such 
that any reasonably Intelligent man 
may become proficient In its operation, 
and it must have a device permitting 
Kifc descent in case of accident to the 
machinery 
The specifications of the 
test provide for three trials for sjieed 
and th rec for endurance, both to be 
completed within thirty days of the 
date of delivery. 
If the Wrights deliver a machine to 
rlie goverm tent capable of making for­ 
ty miles an hour and passing other 
tests they are to receive $25,000.
